The Bill may be drawn by the Soner: but, as great care and attention is gene- 
rally required in the framing of a Bill, it is adviſeable for the Solicitor to lay proper 
inſtructions before his Counſel, who will draw and ſign a Draught of it.

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to the Suit; and the Proceedings againſt them will in every reſpect be ſimilar to 
the Proceedings which have already been had, in the original Cauſe; ſuch as filing 
a Replication to the Anſwer, examining Witneſſes, &c. &c.

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To prepare for the Hearing, a complete Brief of all the Pleadings and Depo- 
ſitions muſt be made, and delivered to Counſel, with Fees, according to the 
length of the Brief, and importance of the ſubject to be diſcuſſed at the Hear- 
ing. In an intricate ſubject, a Conſultation of the Counſel ought to be had, 


that the points in the Cauſe may be properly underſtood; and the way in which 


the ſubject ſhould be treated on the Hearing, fully conſidere d. To obtain this 
Conſultation, fix a time with the Senior Counſel, and inform the Junior of 
the hour agreed on, who will attend at the Chambers of the Senior Counſel at 
the time appointed; where the Solicitor muſt likewiſe attend, with all the 

Papers neceſſary for their information and inſpection. The Fee is two Guineas 
each Counſel; and 75. 64. is always given to the Senior Counſel's Clerk, on a 


Conſultation. 


The Solicitor muſt watch the Cauſe in the Regifter's Book ; and when it is

| Relating to 195 fn Bill of Coſts. 


FTER the Anſwer is filed, the Plaintiff may immediately carry on a Cauſe 
> to a Hearing, by filing a Replication to the Anſwer, and obtaining a Sub- 
pœna to rejoin, returnable immediately: He may then proceed to commiſſion, 


examine his Witneſſes, give Rules to produce Witneſſes, and paſs Publication, and 


ſer down his Cauſe for Hearing ; the whole of which may be done in two Terms 
after the Anſwer is filed. But if on reading the Anſwer he has no hopes of ſucceed- 
ing in the Cauſe, and it appears probable that on the Hearing thereof his Bill will 

be diſmiſſed with Coſts, the Plaintiff will frequently be inclined to defer Payment 
of Colts as long as poſſible. The Defendant will therefore be obliged to drive him 
on to a Hearing, or to obtain a Diſmiſſal of the Suit, with as much ſpeed as the 
; Rules of the Court . 


According to the nr Practice, the Plaintiff need not file a Replication until 
three Terms have elapſed from the filing of the Anſwer: that is, the Defendant can- 
not move the Court for a Diſmiſſal of the Bill until the expiration of three Terms after 
the filing of the Anſwer, or any ſtep taken in the Cauſe by the Plaintiff ſubſequent 
thereto: Theſe three Terms are calculated in the following manner: Suppoſe the 
Anſwer to have been filed in Eaſter Term, or Vacation, the Defendant cannot move 
to diſmiſs until the Seals after Hilary Term; and in like manner as to all fubſequent 
Proceedings, three clear Terms muſt intervene before the Defendant can apply to 


che Court for a Diſmiſſal of the Bin.

ON AN INJUNCTION CAUSE. 


TH E Writ of Inzunction is granted by the Court in various Caſes, and for 

various Purpoſes : It is frequently applied for to reſtrain a Party from pro- 
ceeding at Law ; but it will be granted in a number of other Caſes, ſuch as the Stay- 
ing Waſte, the Staying the Sale of N Books, &c, where a ſufficient Caſe is 


made to ground the Relief. 


In order to ay i hs e for the Writ, a Bill muſt be filed, praying for, | 


an Injunction, and ſuch other Relief as the Caſe requires. 


If the Injunction d is to ſtay N at "Pp - common Injunction of ; 
the Court will be granted, either for want of an Appearance in due time after Service- 
and Return of the Subpœna, or for want of an Anſwer. If for want of an Appear- 


- ance, an Affidavit of the Service of the Subpœna muſt be made, which being left | 


with the Clerk in Court, he will iſſue an Attachment againſt the Defendant ; the 
Court may then be moved for the Injunction, which will be eranted of courſe, on a 
ſuggeſtion that an Attachment has iſſued ; the like Application may be made on an. 
Attachment having been iſſued for not anſwering in time, or on an Order for time to. 
anſwer having been obtained. The common Injunction granted in theſe Caſes will. 


not reſtrain the Trial of the Cauſe at Law, but Execution only . and the Court will

ed, likewiſe the Writ itſelf, are preciſely the ſame i in en! in both Caſes, _

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not grant an Injunction to ſtay Execution, and alſo trial on the F ſame application. 


To extend the Injunction to reſtrain Trial at Law, a Special Motion to the Court 
muſt be made (of which the Defendant muſt have due Notice ſerved on his Clerk 


in Court) and Reaſons ſhewn by Affidavit, or by the Anſwer of the Defendant in the 


Cauſe, that ſuch an Injunction is neceſſary. To obtain this Injunction previous 10 
the Anſwer, the Plaintiff muſt make an Affidavit, ſtating ſhortly his Caſe, and that 
he cannot fately proceed to a Trial until the Defendant has put in his Anſwer in the 
Suit in this Court; in this manner making the diſcovery required by the Bill 
neceſſary for the Plaintiff in the ſhape of Evidence on the Trial of the Cauſe at 
Law. The Notice of Motion muſt ſpecify the Nature of the Application, viz.— 
That the Injunction already awarded may be extended to ſtay Trial until the 
ec Defendant ſhall have put in his Anſwer, and the Court make other Order to the 
e contrary.” An Affidavit of the Service of this Notice muſt be made, and like- 
wiſe an Affidavit verifying the Plaintiff's Caſe as before mentioned. Briefs ſhould 
be delivered to Counſel, and the Court will, on hearing the Motion, make fuch 
Orcer as may be necellary. 


FT he Injunction is loſt by amending the Bill, unleſs Exceptions to the Anſwer 


are allowed, in which caſe an Order may be obtained for leave to amend the Bill, 


and that the Defendant may anſwer the Exceptions and Amendments at the ſame time. 

But under ſpecial circumſtances, an Injunction will be granted on an amended Bill, 

although che Injunction granted on the original Bill has been diſſolved.
